If automobile accidents are re- 
| duced on certain highways there 
must be a reason for it, in the 
opinion of FE. Q. Sullivan, state 
highway engineer. For exarnpis, | 
on the Valley boulevard from two | 
miles east of Ontario to three | 
miles west, during the five mOntay 
of summer and fall last year there 
were 13 accidents resulting in| 
death for one person and injuries 
to 23 others. During the same, 
five months of this year there! 
were only two accidents, no in-| 
juries or deaths. 

This improvement is due large-| 
| ly to the dividing strip in the cen-| 
j ter of the highway, he contends. 





| During the same five-month! 
| period a year ago, 13 accidents 
occurred on these same sections 


of the road, resulting in one death 
and injuries to 23 persons, he said. 
| “We are amazed at this record.” 
| Mr. Sullivan — said. “It demon- 
strates conclusively the value of 
this type of highway construction. 
In fact, the record is particularly 
encouraging from the viewpoint 
| that it takes some time for motor- 
ists to become accustomed to cen- 
ter curbings, and we even antici- 
pated that the accident rate might 
increase for the first few months.” 
The accident survey on this por- 
tion of Valley boulevard, a link in 
Ocean-to-Ocean highway, was 
made by the California highway 
patrol. Mr. Sullivan said he re- 
quested the traffic analysis after 
, the new paved island had met with 
vigorous protest from those oper- | 
ating fruit stands along the road} 
at the outskirts of Ontario. | 
These roadside merchants ob- 
jected to the paved central bar-| 
rier because it prevented west-! 
bound cars from cutting across the 
pavement to stands on the south 
of the road, and vice versa. 
As a matter of fact, this practice 
is regarded by the highway divis- 
ion as one of the most danger- 
ous of driving habits, and one of 
the purposes of the island was to 
prevent it, Mr. Sullivan said.
